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WMDERD ESCAPES. 
MURDEROUS PLOT 


Assassination of the Mexic 
President Planned for Today. 


Gen. Aguilar, Meliton Hurtado. 
and Other Conspirators Un- 
der Arrest—Reyes Was to 
Take Presidency After the 
Murder of Madero. 


Mexico City, December 17.—A con- 
spiracy to assassinate President Ma- 
dero and proclaim a provisional pres- 
idency pending the coming of General 
Reyes to the capital to assume the of 
fice of president, has been frustrated 
at the last moment, in the opinion of 
the authorities, by «the arrests today 
of General Hifiinio Aguilar and Meli- 
ton Hurtado, of the federal army, and 
a score of co-conspirators. 

The plan, learned of from corre- 
spondence and documents found in the 
possessior of the prisoners, was com- 
plete in all details. Madero was to 
have been shot from a balcony of the 
Reforma hotel, tn Avonida de LaRe- 
forma, as he rode from Chapultepec 
tomorrow moruing. During the confu- 
sion which this would create the con- 
epirators, who called themselves the 
“Independent Constitutional Army,” 
were to swoop down upon the national 
palace, kill or seize the ministers and 
| talee possession in the name of Reyes. 

The secret police were non-commili- 
tal as to knowledge they may have ac- 
quired rogarding the plans the con- 
spiratorg counted upon, further than 
they had recruited them from subur 
ban towns and the surrounding coun- 
try. 

Upon assumption of power by Reyes, 
all Maderistas and Cientificos were to 
be eliminated from the government, 
and their property was to have been 
confiscated, together with that of all 
the wealthy class not in sympathy with 
the movement.

At the 
time he spoke of the evils ‘of present 
day dressing, he was dealing with the 
recent crusade of the police against 
Johnnies and street mashers who in- 
fest Atlanta. 

But Little Is Accomplished. 

“IT am giad to note the steps the 
police are taking,” he said. “However, 
it looks as if but very little, if any- 
thing, is being accomplished. The 
same old evil iffehreatening Atlanta, 
and if efforts are not quickly put 
forth, the condition will be of great 
detriment to the city’s reputation, 

“The major portion, if not all, of 
this ‘street mashing’ condifion is laid 
to the men. The men are at fault, that 
is so, but the opposite sex is very 
much to blame. A large part of the 
so-called stylishly dressed women and 
girls of this city,. who parade the 
business thoroughfares during crowd- 
ed seasons, would do well to shop in 
the dark. It would prevent their be- 
ing displayed as temptations to man, 
and would result in a sudden end to 
the Curbstone Club. 

“There are scores of girls in Atlanta 
who for the crime of dress should be 
locked in by their mothers. 

Would Welcome Heoopakirt. 

“In preference to the extreme styles 
of today, I would gladly welcome the 
return of the hoopskirt, that flaring 
dress with enough steel in it to wrap 
around a bale of cotton. People in 
the day of the hoopskirt thought the 
dress extreme, but the woman or girl 
of today, who is an extremist on 
styles, reminds me forcefully of a cigar, 
with extra trimmings, delightful to 
the eye of the masher and street 
Johnny. 

“A person's ideals are readily traced 
by their style of dress, and but few 
high ideals can-.be held by the girl 
who dresses in a manner tempting to 
passionate man.

Washington, December 17.—The Rus- 
sian treaty situation cleared material- 
ly teday, and the’ administration plans 
for the abrogation of the 1832 pact 
with the St Petersburg government 
became mrore definitely known. Presi- 
dent Taft, it is said, has indicated em- 
phatically that he would veto the Sul- 
zer resolution instantly if it should be 
forced 
without modification. Nothing that can 
be construed as an offense to Russia 
will be permitted, if the president can 
help it. 

| Taft to State His Views. 

“Aeseording to plans announced to- 
night, Mr. Taft tomorrow will send 
two communications to the capitol, one 
a message addressed to the senatg to 
be, considered in executive session and. 

the Other a iétter directed to Chairman 
Cullen, of the senate committeé on 
"*.| foreign relations. In these communica- 
tions Mr. Taft, it ig said, will outline 
his attitude plainly, and-will call 
pointed attention to the fact that in- 
ternational relations are not lightly to 
be dealt with. Despite the advice of 
certain of the republican leaders of 
the house that the lower branch of 
congress should be considered in the 
matter, President Taft tonight was 
said to be determined to ignore the 
house entirely in his further dealings 
with the Russian situation. 

Taft Has Netified Russia. 


Senate leaders expect to hear to- 


morrow that the president, through 
American Ambassador. Guild at 8&t. 
Petersburg, already has notified Russia 
of the impending abrogation of the 
treaty. This notice is believed to have 
been couched in the politest terms of 
diplomatic language, and to have 
stated that the American people had 
come to regard the treaty as obsolete 
in many of its provisions. The expira- 
tion of the treaty is fixed for January 
1, 1913. 

President Taft is said to have taken 
the ground that if he chooses he can 
abrogate the treaty by executive de- 
cree without waiting for or taking 
into consideration any possible action 
either by the house or the senate. He 
is supported in this view by various 
members of the senaté committee on 
foreign relations and is said to base 
his attitude upon precedents laid dowa 
by his predecessors.

LESSON OF XMAS 
WHITE’S SUBJECT 


“Season But Paganism if It 
Does Not Arouse Us to 
Nearness of God.” 


Dr. John E. White preached on yes- 
terday morning the first of a series of 
four sermons around Christmas as a 
theme. The subject of the morning 
was “Christmas Doctrine,” from the 
text “The Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us.” Im the evening he 
preached on “Christmas Religion.” 

Next Sunday the sermons will be on 
“Christmas History,” or “The differ- 
ence Christ has made in the world,” 
and on Christmas eve the topic will be 
‘Christmas Prophecy,” or “the differ- 
ence Christ will yet make in the 
world.” 


A Time of Gladness. 

The conclusion of Dr. White's ser- 
mon Sunday morning was an interest- 
ing statement, as follows: 

“The Christmas season is therefore 
but paganism, if it does not awaken 
us to the nearness of God. A time of 
gladness, it: should also be a time of 
deep questioning. The most vital 
questions a man can ask today are the 
great questions about God, every one 
of which Christ came into the world 
to answer. What is God like? What 
does Gog think? What does God do? 
What does God want? 

“I speak for myself and I speak for 
all when I say that if we are not get- 
ting these questions anSwered for our 
own souls we are not disciples of 
Christ. I linger upon the word ‘Dis- 
ciple. It expresses the relation we 
acknowledge toward Him who is our 
Master, Teacher, Lord. But what have 
we learned of Him if we have missed 
the great purpose and passion of His 
person and His message—God? Oh! It 
sometimes appears as though we had 
thrown the God of Abraham, Isaac an 
Jacob entirely overboard for a bran 
new Successor called Jesus Christ—a 
Successor to Jehovah. Sometimes it 
almost seems that the holy and pro- 
phetic significance of Christ is denied 
in the very honors we bestow upon 
Him. Solemnly I assert that the 
damning heresy of Christianity is 
the disposition to refuse to see the 
pointing finger of His wounded hand 
toward God. 


Army of Blind Men. 


“The array we are wont to call the 
Christian army moving in eddies and 
confusion of ranks around a theologi- 
cal Christ has the appearance of an 
army of blind men upon a plain, wan- 
dering to and fro. Methinks that 
into that midst Christ would break 
gazing upward ang crying: ‘Look away 
to God!

The association, in co-operation with 
the free clinics of the Associated Charities, as well as through its 
own activities, is doing a work toward the elimination of the great 
white plague, little understood by the people of Atlanta. 

, The free clinics which serve largély as a basis for the campaign 
of the association treat upon an average of 200 patients a week. 
The three nurses employed by the association constantly follow up 
the patients from these clinics, giving them object-lessons in that 
cleanly living which prevents the spread of the disease, as well as 
seeing that they follow the rules laid down by the physicians. It 
has been estimated that the physicians who give their services gratis 
to this clinic do so to the value of $900 a month,

Society. In many other directions, through actual endeavor and 
through propaganda, it is directing practical energies to the gradual 
extermination among the poor, and in the city at large, of one of

tion are at least $6,000, and the deficit is made up by private sub-

For the past three years Mrs. 
A. H. Spain and Mrs. Fred Hodgson have been among those most 
signally active in the work of encouraging the sale of the stamps. 
This year 350,000 stamps have been placed for sale at various 
prominent locations in the city. Should all of them be sold—and 
Atlanta should buy half a million, rather than less—the sum total 
would be $3,500. 

The seals are furnished by the National Society for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis, and the small ratio of 121-2 per 
cent of the gross proceeds goes to the society for the actual cost of 
the seals, for the furtherance of the anti-tuberculosis propaganda 
and its general field work. The remaining 87 1-2 per cent is spent 
to combat tuberculosis in Atlanta. 

The postoffice department has ruled that the seals may be 
affixed to any portion of a letter or package. Christmas shoppers 
yearly tend mibre to purchase various varieties of seals for packages 
and letters. A purchase of the red cross seal conveys the holiday 
spirit in its truest sense, for the reason that it is the equivalent of 
a tangible effort to save life, protect society, alleviate misery.

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ITALY’S DENIAL OF DUM-DUM BULLETS. 


The Italian government denies with indignation and emphasis 
the report from Constantinople that Italian troops had been using 
dum-dum bullets in Tripoli. The report may have been founded on 


| truth or may have been one of those fabrications still projected by 


nations in arms against each other with the idea of winning inter- 


national sympathy. 

It will be remembered that charges and counter-charges touch- 
ing the use of bullets of this character passed between the British 
and the Boers during their clash. The dum-dum, soft-nosed or ex- 
panding bullet is a diabolical contrivance invented to intensify need- 
lessly the cruelty and torture of warfare. Its point of entrance into 
the body is relatively small, but as it progresses along its course it 
expands, tearing and ripping, and, of course, minimizes the chances 
of recovery from the wound. 

Along with poisoned wells or food, and other survivals of bar- 
baric warfare, the soft-nosed bullet is assumed to be banned by all 
nations of the first class. The charge that either power were using 
it in their operations in Tripoli would, if sustained, not enhance the 
prestige of the offending party in the court of the world’s opinion.

It will, therefore, never be known under just what conditions 
occurred the catastrophe that set America aflame, and forced the 
hand of President McKinley with regard to a declaration of war. 
The wreckage could hardly have been removed from the harbor with- 
out the government making at least an effort to determine the initial 
cause of the disaster. As it was, the investigation resulted in official 
disclosures that, superficially at least, justified the tidal wave of 
wrath that swept the country at the time. 

But it is to be doubted if war would not have come in any event, 
irrespective of the destruction of the “Maine.” All America was 
wrought to high tension, and the slightest incident would have served 
After all these years, sentiment between the two 
countries has reached that amicable stage where the official “Maine” 
report creates hardly more than a ripple in either. So far as Spain 
is concerned, she has enough present and impending troubles to 
engage all her energies without threshing over “ifs” of history.

INJURE ALL PARTS OF NATION 


(From Uncle Remus’s Home Siageatne) 

That myopic minister of justice, At- 
torney General Wickersham, would be 
in a sorry fix if he were wandering in 
a Louisiana canebrake and met a 
bear—he might do to Honorable At- 
torney General just what the stock 
exchange bears are doing to cotton and 
the cotton raisers of the south. 

But there is a rather large differ- 
ence in the situation—a difference that 
is Just as vital to the northerner, the 
easterner and the westerner as it is to 
the south.

Savannah, Ga., December 17.—(8pe- 
cial)——With her lapse into unconscious- 
ness today and the announcement of 
her physicians that she would proba- 
bly pass away during the night, the 
full story of the automobile accident 
in which Mrs. W. J. Donnell received 
injuries on the Grand Prize course 
after midnight a week ago Friday is 
now public.

LAST SCENE ENACTED 
IN MORNER TRAGEDY 


Bodies of Five Murdered Per- 
sons Interred—Thousands 
at the Funeral. 


Troy, N. Y., December 17.—The last 
scene in the Bloomingrove' tragedy 
was enacted this afternoon when the 
bodies of Mrs. Mary Morner, her son, 
Arthur, and two daughters, Blanche 
and Edith, who were murdered Tues- 
day noon, presumably by an Italian 
farm hand, were laid at reat side by 
side in the cemetery at DeFreestville. 

More than five thousand persons con- 
gregated about the house, or morbidly 
explored the barn where the bodies 
were found, previous to the funeral, 
which was held at noon. Many of the 
crowd brought lunches with them, and 
the scene in some respects took on 
the appearance of a farmers’ picnic. 

The bodies were laid out in the par- 
lor, that of the son Arthur in ‘an oak 
coffin and those of his mother and two 
sisters in white caskets. There was a 
profusion of flowers. For two hours 
the throng was permitted to file 
through the rooms, and then the doors 
were ordered closed, and it required 
the combined efforts of the sheriff and 
twelve assistants to keep back those 
who had not yet seen the bodies. Great 
confusion ensued, and in the crush sev- 
eral women fainted. 

The services were conducted by the 
Rev. John Bulnes, pastor of the Bloom- 
ingrove Reformed church, of which the 
four members of the Morner family 
had been members.

ican cotton as compared with Asiactic 
ang African cotton. Representative 
Brantley, who has iong been working 
to eliminate the resultant loss of $12,- 
000,000 which falls on American cot- 
ton growers, ig told by the secretary 
that the way to remedy the discrimin- 
ation is to so improve and standardize 
cotton coverings th#t the product will 
reach foreign lands in better condition 
than it now does, according to the re- 
ports of American cortsuls. 

Secretary Knox’s Letter, 

The letter says: 


“On August 11 you transmitted to 
the department of state an appeal ad- 
dressed to the president ang the con- 
gress signed by the Hon. T. G. Hudson, 
commissioner of agriculture; the Hon. 
Isaac T. Bush, chairman, senate com- 
mittee on agriculture, and the Hon, 
M. L. Johnson, chairman of the house 
committee on agriculture, all of the 
State of Georgia, accompanied by a 


ed by the general assembly of Georgia 
These documents were in relation to 
the alleged injustice to cotton growers 
of the south resulting from the ex- 
“isting cotton “tare” system peculiar 
to the disposition of the American 
cotton crop. It was maintained in the 
appeal and resolution referred to that 
the customary “tare” of 6 per cent as 
the allowance to be charged against the 
gross weight of a bale of American 
cotton was in excess.of the actual 
“tare” represented by the weight of 
the tles and covering by so much as 2 
per cent. It was also allegeg that this 
excess represented a loss borne by the 
American cotton growers averaging 
$1 per bale. ‘The -operation of the 
department of state was involved in 
the hope that a means might be sug- 
gested by which this apparent sacrifice 
on the part of the cotton growers to 
the extent of approximately $12,000,000 
annually could be avoided. 


To Get Comprehensive Information. 


“In order to heave before the de- 
partment comprenensive information 
regarding the sale and disposition of 
the American cotton crop and particu- 
larly the practices with respect to 
“tare” in foreign markets, where sub- 
stantially two-thrids of the American 
production ultimately is sold.

“The producers of other nations, now 
supplying nearly 40 per cent. of the 
cotton imports required by the world's 
great consuming markets; have ‘so 
standardized and perfected their meth- 
ods of baling that the ultimate bLuyer 
is content with such an allowance from 
the gross weight of the bale is is rep- 
resented by the actual weight of the 
iron bands and e covering.

Startling Presidential Primary. 
(From Leslie's.) 

Here is a& somewhat = startling 
change which the direct presidential 
a 
crisis haif a century ago. It would 
have nominated Seward instead of 
Lincoln in 1860. At the time the re- 
publican delegates were chosen in 
that year, Seward’s name had traveled 
much farther than Lincoln’s. As a 
member of the senate from 1849, he 
had been, successively, a leader of the 
whig and of the republican parties 
From the -close of the campaign of 
1856 to the opening of that of 1860, 
Seward was the “logical” candidate for 
the republicans. In assailing him in 
the interval as the man whem they 
believed they would have to fight in 
the approaching campaign, Jefferson 
Davis, Douglas Toombs and the other 
democratic leaders conceded Seward's 
ascendency in his party. He was de- 
feated in the convention by the plea 
of delegates from Pennsylvania and 
Indiana that, if he were nominated, the 
democrats would carry those states 
for state officers in the elections in 
October. Thus Seward, who led on 
the first and second ballot, was beat- 
en, and his most formidable rival, Lin- 
coln, nominated. 

The presidential primary would have 
nominated Charles Francis Adams in- 
stead of Greeley in the liberal repub- 
lican convention of 1872, whose ticket 
and platform were accepted by the 
democrats; Blaine, and not Hayes, 
would have carried the republican con~- 
vention in 1876; Tilden, the candidate 
of 1876 would have been renominated 
by the democrats, in 1880, instead of 
Hancock; Sherman, and not Harrison, 
would have been selected by the re- 
publicans in 1888, in the free-for-ajj 
race after Blaine refused to run: 
Bland, not Bryan, would have been 
the democratic nominee in 1896, while 
Roosevelt would have been made the 
republican standard-bearer in 1908, 
notwithstanding his previous declina- 
tions to be a candidate.

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CANTEEN FAVORED 
BY GEN. HOOD 


He Thinks It Should Be Re- 
Established at Army 
Posts. 


Washington, December 17.—Major 
General Leonard Wood, chief of staff 
of the army, favors the restoration 
of the canteen to army posts. He de- 
clares in his annual report that the 
consensus of opinion in the army is 
that the canieen should be re-estab- 
| lished. 
General Wood also makes some 
recommendations for the garrisoning 
of Panama canal forts. He says it 
ls necessary to provide garrisons to 
protect the canal and insure its neu- 
trality, and for that he recommends 
twelve companies of coast artillery, 
four regiments of infantry at full 
strength, one battalion of field artil- 
lery, one squadron of cavalry and some 
auxiliary troops. 

In recommenidng short term enlist- 
ments the chief of staff says the ar- 
gument that men would not return te 
the colors in time of war is “an un- 
warrantable reflection on the patriot- 
ism of men who have served the col- 
ors and returned to private life.” 

General Wood opposes the bill pend- 
ing in congress which would consoli- 
date the adjutant generals and inspec- 
tor generals’ departments with the 
general staff corps. He favors a con- 
sOlidation, but not in the way pro- 
posed. He takes the position that 
great care should be taken to prevent 
any individual or individuals from be- 
coming permanent members of the 
general staff corps. The detail sys-

Situation in Congress 


Democratic Leader Underwood 
Opposes Proposed Raids on 
the Taxpayers--Dollar-a-Day 
Pension Bill Will Have Hard 
Sledding in the Senate. 


Washington, December 17.—A sharp 
division of sentiment among senators 
regarding service pension legislation, 
protests against large congressional 
expenditures, the Russian treaty ques- 
tion, continued investigations and en: 
actment of the urgent deficiency bill 
into law will Keep congress busy this 
week. Both houses will adjourn next 
Thursday until January 3. Plans are 


going forward for what promises to 


prove a congestion of legislation af- 
ter the recess, 

The Sherwood so-called dollar-a-day 
pension bill, which the house has 
passed, probably will not find an easy 
way in the senate. Senator Gore, 
Oklahoma, a leading democratic mém- 
ber of the pensions committee, already 
has started an inquiry into the possi- 
bility of postponing action until the 
next session, when there will be nv 
presidential election. 

Play for Soldier Vote. 

In the house proceedings on the 
Sherwood, bill the effect upon either 
party of marked liberality to the Mex- 
ican or civil war veterans, aggregat- 
ing possibly $75,000,000 ultimately, was 
a conspicuous factor, and Senator Gore 
contends that the subject will not be 
so popular in congress after the pres- 
idential election. 

Senator McCumber, chairman of the 
pension committee, while not commit- 
ting himself to the Sherwood bill, to- 
day expressed the opinion that some 
general pension legislation would be 
enacted during this session of con- 
gress.

While there is reagon to -believe that 
the movement of the revolutionary vet- 
erans for the ‘exclusion from public 
office of all men formerly hostile to 
the cause of “free Cuba” has not yet 
run its course, the agitation seems 
mow to be presenting a less dangerous 
aspect than it has hitherto. This evi- 
dently is a result of the fact that the 
veterans, numerous and well organized 
as they are, and having behind them 
strong sympathy, ahve’ been able to 
bring the government to a compliance 
with all their demands. ’ 

The belief is expressed here that had 
their demands not been acceded to, the 
veterans were in a position to make a 
demonstration of such force that the 
government would have had to give 
heed to them. It is believed the army 
would have stood by the veterans, and 
this doubtless influenced President 
Gomez in moderating his first attitude 
of opposition. 

Congress Suspends Law. 

One result of these conditions has 
been the adoption by congress of a 
bill suspending the action of the civil 
service law for sit months, so ag to 
permit the president to weed out all 
office holders obnoxious to the vet- 
erans, While the leaders of the vet- 
erans aré willing to trust President 
Gomez to purge the civil service of all 
enemies of “free Cuba,” the mass of 
their followers are now insisting on 
the adoption of a law making forever 
any but 
Cubans of approved patriotism. This 


the ground that ft is unconstitutional 
and undemocratic, and galculated to 
exclude from the service of the coun- 
try citizens who have been guilty of 
no other offense than of formerly hold- 
ing political opinions hostile to the 
separation of Cuba from Spain. 

But veterans are in no mood to lis- 
ten to any such arguments; they are 
not disposed to abate their demande 
in any particular. The indications are 
that congress and President Gomez 
will yield to them, but should this not 
be the case, the veterans are believed 
to be planning what they term a “re- 
concentration” or gathering of veter- 
ans in Havana from all parts of the is- 
land. This would mean the presence 
in the city of a large body of men, 
many bearing arms, and it doubtless 
would constitute a menace to publia 
order, It is evident, howeyer, that the 
leaders of the veterans will not bring 
about this “reconcentration”’ except as 
a last resort. 

Officers Forced to Resign. 

So far the veteran movement has 
been conducted in a most orderly and 
systematic manner except in somes 
country districts, where local officiais 
have been compelled to resign, and 
where a few personal encounters have 
taken place, or a few threats lynch- 
ing made. 

Following the removal of the ob- 
noxious office holders, there will nat- 
urally come the question of filling the 
Vacant places, and while the veterans 
protest that their movement is non- 
political, and that any thought of of- 
fice is far from their minds, it is rea- 
sonably certain that they will show no 
general reluctance to testing the 
sweets of official authority. 

What effect this veteran movement 
will have on the pending presidential 
campaign it is difficult to state. Many 
assert it preeludes the possibility of 
the renomination of President Gomez, 
while others hold the view that, after 
matters have settled down, his renom- 
ination, even despite his reiterated de- 
termination to refuse it, will be inév- 
itable.

Cooking in Paper Bags Is the 
Newest Fad. ae 
hether the new method of cooking 
ui eneer bags will be much of a factor 
in solving the domestic problem re- 
mains to be seen—-the thing is in ils 
infancy as yet. One thing is certain, 
however, it will mitigate the suffer- 
ings of one whose duty it is to wash 
up;” for, while waabing glass, silver 
and china is not the most desirable 
rt of kitchen work, it is much more 
bearable than the cleaning of pots, 
pans and kettles, which is the Inevi- 
table aftermath of a cooked meal. 

To begin, let me say that the first 
requisite for the process is the proper 
bag, says Laura Bb. Starr, in McCall's 
Magazine. It must be of glazed paper 
and have one or two clasps according 
to sige. Of course, experiments may 
be made in any sort of a bag, but to 
insure success ong necessary to use 

roper utensils. 

Oe nae thing is a gridiron which 
should stand at least two inches from 
the bottom or shelf,of the oven. In 
the case of a gas BtOve great care 
must be taken not to place a bag on 
the underside where one broils as there 
would be imminent danger of burning 

the paper. 
“he es Sa in this manner it must be 
remembered that the time required is 
only half that necessitated by cooking 
in the ordinary manner. The reason 
for this is that the heat comes at once 
upon the food in the bag, and is not 
wasted by having to heat saucepan 
or frying pan. 

The heat concentrates itself upon 
the meat within the bag and Keeps in 
the juices which does away with the 
necessity of opening the oven to baste 
the joint in the ordinary manner. 

Again, frying is much quicker done 
in the bag than in the frying pan; the 
reason for this is obvious, the hot air 
gets in wmmediately over the article 
as well as under it, which is not possi- 
ble in a frying pan. 

Credit for discovering this new way 
of cooking is given to Nicholas Soyer, 
the famous French chef. Conceiving 
the idea from his experiments with en 
papillottes, a system with which 
housekeepers are generally familiar, 
he went to a big firm of paper manu- 
facturers in France and succeeded in 
wetting them to make experiments 
with a view to discovering the proper 
kind of paper to use. This they did, 
and at last, to his great joy, they in- 
formed him that after much difficulty 
they had been able to make a paper

GROWING AND FATTENING HOGS, 


are giving more attention to the pro- 
duction of pork than for some years 
past. 

One of these indications is the num- 
ber of inquiries received for remedies 
against disease and abnormal condi- 


tend against. These inquiries show tha 
farmers have not yet learned the i 

portance of feeding according to the 
age of the animals, and with regard 
to the immediate .purpose of the feed- 
ing. Some farmers make no differ- 
ence whatever in the character of the 
feed for young and shcats and 
the feeding for fattening purposes. My 
attention has been called at this time 
to the matter of feeding by a most 
excellent editorial by Dr. Tait Butler, 
in The Progressive Farmer of Decem- 
ber 9, the same being No. 42 of a se- 
ries of articles on live stock. (By the 
way, I think Dr. Butler would render

But 
these weights are by no means desir- 
able. Two hundred to 250 pounds 
weight of fet pork is heavy enough 
and will be found much more profit- 
able. To come within this limit the 
pigs must be s0 managed as to be 
ready for slaughter at 9 months old, 
and to attain this the pigs should be 
farrowed in March, so as to be at the 
age and of the desired weight 
along in Deeember. It is therefore 
‘maniest that the farmer should eon- 
trol the farrowing date within narrow 
limits, and there is no difficulty in 
doing this.

The butchers are always glad to 
sed hogs weighing 75 to 100 
pounds, for retailing to their daily 
customers, and I never had any trouble 
in disposing of all that I could supply. 

This practice, as advised and fol- 
lowed by me, is based on the rule that 
I got from some old pork-raiser many 
years ago, viz: “Never let a pork hog 
see a Christmas.” This means thai 
the farmer should not, as a rule, carry 
through the winter, say November, De- 
cember, January and February, any 
but the breeding hogs. I still believe 
it to be a good general rule. It saves 
a good deal of care and a good deal 
of feedstuffs to have only a few well- 
grown, mature breeders to feed and 
look after during the four months 
named when a much larger proportion 
of the feed consumed would be simply 
to maintain the animal heat and func- 
tions, and a much smaller proportion 
will find its way to the pork barrel—- 
more than a year in the future. 

The burden of the article by Dr. B. 
is the importance of feeding the pigs 
on a properly proportioned feed, so 
that the young, growing animals will 
be properly nourished in bone and 
muscle, so that they will grow rapidly 
and vigorously, and be prepared when 
the cooler weather of fall comes to 
take on fat and be ready for the 
butchering. It is a great mistake to 
rely too much on corn as a feed for 
hogs at any period of their lives, but 
especially faring the growing period 
Good pasture is indispensable, and 
there is none better than Bermuda 
grass—the south’s unequalled own—- 
supplemented by any one or more of 
half dozen other crops that may be 
easily grown. Corn is a good feed for 
hogs of all ages if properly. balanced 
by adding wheat ‘middlings, bran, 
shorts: soy beans, oats, cow peas, 
tankage, etc.. always including ag 
pasturage. Even for fattening hogs 
it Is not a balanced food, and there- 
fore not so profitable and wholesome 
when fed alone for more than a week 
or two. Indeed, it is better not to 
rely on corn alone for even a few days.

FERTILIZERS KEPT OVER. 


W. J. Le. Arkadelphia, Ark.—Will the 
constituents (in their different forms) 
of a commercial fertilizer lose their 
strength, when stored in a dry place 
and exposed to the air? 

If so, what per cent will each lose 
in twelve months, and how long until 
they would lose all of their strength. 
You will oblige by answering the above 
question, as I am thinking of buying 
some old fertilizer. 

Answer.—What we know as the “or- 
ganic” ingredients of a fertilizer, such 
as cotton seed méal, dried blood, tank- 
age, dried fish, etc., would certainly 
slowly lose a small percentage of their 
nitrogen if kept over from year to 
year, especially if exposed to damp- 
ness such as storjng on the bare ground 
or any condition which would cause 
them to mold or cake. but it is im- 
possible to say how much loss of 
strength (nitrogen) would occur: but it 
would be very little in the course of a 
year if kept in bags .or barrels in a 
sheltered, dry place and kept 6ff the 
bare earth. But when these ingredi- 
onts are mixed with acid phosphate, 
potash salts, nitrate of soda, I do not 
think there would be any loss whatever 
if the above conditions are complied

CROWFOOT are ‘GRASS 


D. H., Ingleside, Miss.—I would like 
know your opinion on the nutritive 
value of a carpet grass and crowfoot 
Srass mixed as hay. I have a creek 
bottom on which, in the g00d old days 
before the advent of the boll weevil, 
I made from 500 to 600 pounds ‘$f long 
staple cotton, measuring over an cn 
and a half, which I sold at twenty and 
twenty-five cents. Since then I have 
turned it into a meadow and this year 

have mowed a ton and a half to 
two tons of hay of this mixture, per 
acre, which I consider very fine hay. 
It seems to me as good as the timothy 
}that I used to buy when I was an all- 
cotton man.

Answer—There is always more or 
less uncértainty as to the identity 
of a variety of grass unless the scien- 
tific or botanical name be given, be- 
cause a cOmmon name is often applied 
to two or more entirely different 
species. By “carpet” grass I under- 
stand you to mean Paspalum Compres- 
sum, and by “crowfoot” I understand 
you to mean Dactyloctenium Egyptia- 
cum. Carpet grass is rarely mown for 
hay because it does not grow tall 
enough, excepting on very rich, moist 
soils. It makes a hay that is decided- 
ly superior in nutritiveness to timo- 
thy. Crowfoot hay is somewhat less 
nutritious than carpet grass hay, but 
is yet more so than t thy. the 
way, the best timothy hay is inferior 
in mutritive qualty to ay from most 
of our grasses, tle yet it is considerea 
a standard of comparision. It is popu- 
lar with livery stable men because it 
is easily recognized by its spikes, and 
the’ buyer is not so easily imposed 
upon. 


“SALTING SHREDDED STOVER. 

TT, M. S., Elberton, Ga—I have about 
sixty acres bottom corn to shred. In 
baling it would you sprinkle any salt 
on it? Thanks for your reply. 

Answer—I am not aware of any es- 
sential advantage that would result 
from sprinkling salt on the shredded 
corn stover before baling it. If doubt- 
ful whether the stover is dry enough 
to keep well tn the bale the salt would 
have a‘ tendency to prevent overheat- 
ing and spoiling. If dry I do not think 
l would salt it, for the simple reason 
that i+ is an easy matter to salt your 
enimels in the usual way. As a rule 
forage that is not acceptable to mules 
and horses with salting it is hardly 
fit for use as feed.

Answer.—tThe small thread-like 
“worms that you see feeding on the 
exuding gum are not what is known 
as the “peach borers,” but 
of a different insect (name not now 


does no injury to the tree so far as I 
know. 


surface of the ground is caused by mu- 


tree and also by the peach borers. 
Rough handling of the young tree 
whereby the rootg are broken and man- 
gied is the usual cause, but the peach 
borer’s presence may always be sus- 
pected when this gum continues to ex- 
ude. Clear away the soil and gum from 
around the base of the tree will enable 
you to dispose of the little worms. Then 
huat for the holes made by the borer 
and insert a piece of No. 10 fron wire 
into each hole and/kill the borer. Then 
bag up the clear soil around each 
tree like a potato to the height of six 
or more inches, this soil to be removed 
at the beginning of the following win- 
ter. It is well to dig away the soil 
now forming a basin shaped cavity 
around the base of the tree extending 
down to the first lateral roots and let 
it remain until early spring. The 
rains and freezes will then clean the 
exposed stem thoroughly, permitting a 
clo examination and more complete 
destruction of any borers that may be 
discovered. Early in March you may 
wrap each tree with tarred paper to the 
height of a foot, or more, or bank up 
with soll ag already directed. 

If the peach stones that you planted 
were from established seedlings the 
seed of which are known to produce 
like” you may expect fairly good re- 
sults; but if. from fruit teken from 
budded trees, you may not reasonably 
expect good results. The peach stones 
from modern improved varieties of

If satisfied that 
it.i® a spavin you should endeavor to 
locate the exact spot if possible by 
pressing on every inch of the hock, on 
the inside, and for several inches below 
the joint. Give complete rest for sev- 
eral days. Then rub in a little of an 
ointment of 2 drams cantharides, one 
dram of biniodide of mercury, 2 ounces 
of lard. Let it remain on 24 hours, then 
wash off and grease with lard. Repeat 
every two weeks until three or four 
blisters have been applied. If this does 
not cure it in three or four months re- 
sort most be to firing with a hot iron. 


TWO AILING HOGS. 
_L. A. B. Roanoke, Alna.—I have two 
pork hogs that were very fat and fine 
up to-four weeks ago, when they re- 
fused.to.eat, did not want to get up, 
but rather lie down. They would drink 
water, but would not eat. When I 
would raise them up they would seem 
to be in pain. They have but little 
use of their hind legs. Skin is scaling 
up on jaws and neck. One of them 


(has not eaten anything in four weks. I 


stir meal in water. They will drink 
the water, but will not eat the meal. 
Their eyes and nose run ae white 
phiegm about a week. Eyes still run. 
They shiver and tremble like they 
were cold. Have tried several reme- 
dies, with no success. 

Answer—Since both hogs are simi- 
larly affected it is reasonable to con- 
clude that the cause of the trouble is 
to be found in the conditions 
treatment, including feed, to which 
each Ras been equally exposed. You 
do not state whether they have been 
kept constantly in close quarters, but 
I am inclined to suspect that their 
quarters are quite contracted and that 
they have been fed too long and too 
continuously on corn, or corn meal. 
If I am correct in my surmise I be- 
lieve that the only treatment that is 
needed is to turn them out and give 
them a great variety of food stuffs. 
Slacken up on the corn (or meal) and 
give wheat middlings, shorts, cow 
peas, collards, turnips. Place in a box, 
or trough, where they can easily get 
to it, a mixture of oak and hicKory 
ashes, salt, a little copperas and a little 
sulphur. What corn you give them let 
it be raw, ear corn. I doubt if they 
need any medicine,

|}are all fattening foods, being deficiené 


‘in bone-making material and there- 
fore not suitable for growing pigs for 
other young animals. The principal 
remedy is a decided change of feed. 
Remove them from the pasture to @ 
small field or other enclosure where 
they will have room enough for proper 
exercise and feed mostly on wheat mid- 
dlings, shorts, bran, shelled oats, col- 
lard leaves, turnip tops, etc., avoiding 
what is known as fattening foods 
(starchy and oily.) Skim milk or but- 
termilk is excellent. Ground bone 
meal may be mixed with the feed. You 
may also give each pig, three times a 
day, by mixing in the food one tea- 
spoonful of the precipitated phosphate 
of calcium together with one drop of - 
oil of phosphorus. It fs well also to 
give only lime-water to drink. This 
may be made by shaking a handful 
of quick Hme in a barrel of water, 
Then put 
a pailful or two of the lime water in 
the water trough with the fresh water 
every day.
